War News 


Tokio, July 4—A belated report 
from Togo states a successful at- 
tack at the entrance to Port Ar- 
thur was made on June 27, in 
which the Russian guardship and 
a Russian destroyer were sunk. 
The guardship was described as 
having two masts and three fun- 
nels and was torpedoed and des- 
troyed. The destroyer was struck 
and sunk. Togo reports the loss 
of one officer and thirteen men 
killed, and one officer and two men 
wounded, The twelfth torpedo 
flptilla under command of Com- 
mander Yamada delivered the at- 
tack. 


Tokio, July 4—The Vladivos- 
tock squadron eluded Kamimura’s 
squadron eastward of the islands 
of Tsu on Friday night in the 
darkness. A drizzling rain and 
fog favored the Russian vessels. 
The two squadrons met early in 
the evening, the Russians being 
north of Iki Island. They were 
ten miles apart. The Russians 
bolted to the northeast when dis- 
covered. The latter chased them 
at full speed. The Jap torpedo 
boats steamed ahead and entered 
within range of the Russian ves- 
sels and vigorously shelled the 
Russian torpedo boats. 


St. Petersburg, July 4—The lat. 
est despatches from the seat of 
war are to the effect that General 
Kuropatkin is still at Ta Che Kia» 
and that the JFapanese forces are 
statidiary at Seu Chen and along 
roads “from Sen 
Oheny, Ta Sche Rino andl Kai 
Chou. But they are 
their advance from Feny 
Cheny over the direct main roads 
to Liao Yang, where the effect of

Yang, July 4.)—A fight between 
Russian torpedo boats and Japan- 
ese transports was reported off the 
coast to-day. 


Heavy cannonading was heard 
here from the seaward. An officer 
who came in declares that from a 
hill lop near the coast he saw ves- 
sels engaged in a fight, but they 
were too fur away to distinguish 
them. :
